For estimating prospective rev- 
enue for such a line we may safely 
assume that by the time of com- 
pletion of the road there would be 
for export an amount of grain 
equal to what would be raised on 
an amount of land equaling a strip 
one mile wide on each side of the 
line for its entire length. As the 
average yields of production this 
37,000 sores would produce one 
and ove-half million bushels which 
we may assume to be two-thirds 
oats and one-third wheat. This; 
even at the low average rate of 
haul of 20 per bushel for oats and 
80 per bushel for wheat would pay 
to the Railway Company $35,000. 

For passenger traffic there is no

There is no war 
cloud on our horizon, and although 
we are pitifully unprepared for 
war, the inveterate optimism of 
our people lifts them above appre- 
hension of conflict. Should the 
fears of the eld world be r2alized, 
we should, in our present situation 
be hardly capable of protecting 
our neutrality.—Detroit Prees

Synopsis of Canadian North- 


west Land Regulations. 

AS* person who is sole head of a fam- 

ily or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead « quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of three 
years. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
pied by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties. — Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from date of homestead entry 
(including the time required to earn home- 
stead patent) and cultivate 
extra. 

A homesteader who bas exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre, Duties,—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00,
